SKETCH FOR FPILTLneD ABKIAL 

We are greatly indebted to Hise Azieca Jgobes for the following in- 
formation on the "Piltered Aerial’ which she and Joe Stokes have been 
telling you about. 

DIRECTIONS FOR BUILDING...Wind your aerial on an eight inch by one 
inch paper mailing tube, inside measurements. Puncture the tube oneinch 
from each end, That you may pass a small copper or brass bolt thru, Th-= 
ese bolts we will refer to hereafter as dummy connections, Symbol,.DC.. 
and for ease in handling keep heads of bolts on inside of tube. Screw 
nuts down tight for solid job and tin for soldering. Then glue ordinary 
two prong electric plug into one end of tube. The DC on plug end of tube 
we will call DC number one and DC on far end of tube as DC number two, 


Now we will get the wire ready, We will use number #18, C,.C, Bell 
Wire and we will use two different colored wires; For our example we will 
use black and red, Twist these wires together firmly but not hard enough 
to cut thru covering, till you have twenty five feet of twisted wire. 


Unwind about fifteen inches of the red wire, Cut off and discard, 
Then solder end of red wire to dummy connection number one, With the sin- 
gle black wire make three or four turns on tube towards plug. Puncture 
tube close to last turn that you may pass the black wire to center of 
tube, Fish out thru plug and solder to one side only of plug connection. 


Continue winding twisted wires on tube till you reach DC number 2. 
At this point cut off black wire. Discard remainder and solder end of 
black wire to DC number 3. Continue winding single red wire on tube 
for several turns, Puncture tube two or three times that you may pass 
the red wire in and out for secure ending, This red wire is antenna lead 
to your receiver, 


Now to test forshort, plug aerial into live socket. Hold bare end 
of red wire in one hand and touch ground lead or water faucet with ote 
ther hand. Reverse position of plug in socket and repeat test. If not 
shorted, plug into light socket and go get tem, 


If you should find AC coming thru on tests, It will prove you have 
eut thru covering at some point and of course you must not use shorted 
aerial, 

As the antenna capacity of receivers vary, we would suggest that 
you try out different lengths of wire, even different sized wire, till 
you hit on the proper value for your set, 


This is a quitt selective aerial and seems to work as well on the 
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
